To rune PEOPLE or SCOTLAND. 


N every fituation of public affairs, it is the undoubted pri- 
vilege of Britons to publith their featiments,. provided 
thefe do not tranfgrefs the laws; and to be filent at fuch a 
jun@ture as the prefent, would be criminal in any perfon 
who wifhes well to his country. We have feen, what very 
rarely happens, a Britifh Miniter in the minority; in an af- 
fair, too, wherein the honour and fafety of the Prince were 
much more concerned than the liberties of the people. 

We have beheld, for. fome years paft, a fet of men whofe 
principles are not only factious, but altogether inconfiftent, 
—fome of whom are reduced to beggary by vices of the 
molt infamous kinds, and all of them deftitute of that virtue 
which infpires men with a love for their country, and makes 
them prefer the intereft of the public to every other thing, 
—oppofe every meafure of Government, feemingly with no 
other view than to diftrefs their Sovereign and his Minitters, 
merely becaufe they themfelves were either not employed, 
or had been difmiffed from his fervice, as unworthy of his 
confidence. When a rebellious fpivit firft appeared in our 
colonies, it was induftrioufly fomented by the arts thefe reft- 


correfpondence and otherwife ; by which means a formi- 
dable war, raifed through licentionfnefs or too much liberty, 
and foftered by domettic faction, might hae. been nipt in 
the bud, and peace re-eftablifhed in. America, if Oppofition 
had been either altogether filentsoehad-co-operated with 
the King and his fervanté in carrying’ o& Whe war with vi- 
our. ’ 
8 We are not now to difcufs, whether this war might have 
been prevented, by different meafures from thofe that are 
faid to have occalioned it ; the war was at laft become in- 
evitable, unlefs we confented to part with America for ever. 
The kingdom in general cried out for a fpirited exertion, as 
appears. from the numerous addrefles oveiaa to the Sove- 
reign; the new levies which were carried on, and encoura- 
ged in-every quarter; and the gallant efforts made io dif- 
ferent parts of the world by our brave and vigilant country- 
men. Since the intereft of this country required the fubor- 
@ination of the colonies, and as that was not to be obtained 
but by force of arms, our Sovereign, that he'might ftw 
his impartiality, his lave for jultice, and his affection for 
his fubjeéts in general, which no perfonal_attack could lef- 
fen, chofe his commanders from among ghofe very men whofe 
oppolition and intrigues” had “rendered their fervices necef- 
fary. Here, again, his moderation defeated itfelf, and he 
found himfelf obliged to difnifs thofe from his feryice, 
whofe love of pleafure, want of capacity, or » pro- 





ginning, and confequeotly involved the nation in immenfe 
debt, and made the iffue of the conteft altogether uncertain. 
Thefe men, when difmiffed ‘from the fervice of their conn- 
try, retired to their former Parliamentary friends; and 
though they were not willing to overcome the enemy, they 
endeavoured to diftrefs their Sovereign, and embroil the af- 
fairs of the country: ftill more, which they would rather 
have cherithal and fupported, had'they been actuattd either 
by difintereltednefs or common h——y. 

Thus, every meafure propofed by Government, either for 
ending the American war, or et eon. domettic fecu- 
rity and advantage, have been uniformly oppofed, and that 
for no other reafon. than becaufe fuch and fuch Minifters in- 
troduced them. In order to throw @ veil over their factious 
proceedings, they fometimes propofed plans of their own, 
which, though they might be fometimes plaufible, and were 
therefore the more taking with the people, were not, how- 
ever, fuited to the prefent fituation of affairs, of which the 
Minifters were certainly the beft judges, as they were ac- 
quainted with every circumftance that could make an alter- 
ation of their fchemes any wife neceffary. Miniltry, how- 
ever, to thew |their attention to the public good, made ufe 
of the plans propofed by Oppofition, without any hefitation, 
when they found them proper. Oppofition, neverthelefs, 
were Oppofition ftill; they were not to be pleafed with fuch 
difintereftednefs ; their merit confifted in their thwarting e- 
very thing, even though it had been originally of their own 
contriving. Such has been the inwriable condu& of Oppo- 
fition, fince the commencement of the American war. They 
firft fomented the rebellion, and then retarded every opera- 
tion for carrying it om fuccefsfully, and putting an end to 
it, as much as was in their power. ‘They invented falfe re- 
ports; they exaggerated our lofles, and decried every ad- 
vantage we obtained, endeavouring thereby to encourage the 
enemy, and deprefs the fpirits of the people.
